UST AS THERE IS ART in properly preparing a 

meal or driving a car, or building a house, or 

reading a book, so there is art in living for God. 
“Art” is a nice expression meaning “knack” or “know 
how.” When one has gained by experience or observa- 
tion a technique in doing something a little better, 
then he has developed a degree of art; he knows how 
a thing should be properly done. 

Well, there is an art in saying no. There are proper 
ways to say this short word, and there are careless 
ways to say it. The tragedy is that so few people ever 
learn how to properly say it, Perhaps you don’t think 
this is very important, perhaps it even seems foolish 
to you—but, do YOU know how to say no? Every mile 
of your Christian journey will be filled with allure- 
ments and temptations to lure you from the path, to 
destroy your character, to forfeit your life, to fill you 
with eternal shame. When these enticements face you, 
do you really know how to make an answer? or are 
you at a loss for the art of saying no? 

Why are so many people overcome by temptation? 
Simply because they do not know how to say no and 
mean it! “I guess I had better not,” or “I really 
shouldn’t,” or “Well, I don’t know,” are not always 
proper ways of expressing the negative, for they leave 
too much quarter for further debate or enticement. 
There is a better way of saying no. The three Hebrews 
who were about to be cast into the fiery furnace 
knew exactly how to say no: “Be it known unto thee, 
O king, that WE WILL NOT serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou hast set up,” Daniel 
3:18. That stopped the discussion! The king knew 
exactly where they stood! They said no as it should 
be said when we are answering temptation from any 
source. 

It is too late to try to decide against sin when sin has 
presented itself; the preparation for it should be made 
beforehand. “My son, if thou wouldst serve the Lord, 


prepare thy soul for temptation,” Ecclesiasticus 2:1. 
We are admonished by Paul to have ourselves ac- 
coutered for our battle with the evil one—and no 
soldier waits until the enemy has charged to equip 
himself. In every instance of pertinent Biblical in- 
struction, we are urged to be prepared before the con- 
flict begins. Know what your answer will be when sin 
entices you and it will not be so hard to answer. Have 
your reply to temptation foreknown in your heart 
and mind. 

If you are to succeed in your Christian life, then you 
must follow the Biblical admonition to prepare your- 
self in advance for the conflicts which lie ahead. 
In this foredetermination we have the example of 
Christ and many others. In Luke 9:51 we read that 
“he stedfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem.” Today 
we might say that His head was set—but the meaning 
is what we must grasp. He was determined that noth- 
ing should prevent Him, or hinder Him, or divert Him 
from His journey. We are on our way to a city, and 
only those with steadfast and set faces will ever arrive 
up there. Courtesy is certainly a desirable quality, but 
one should never be more courteous than the devil 
when we are confronted in his temptations. If he 
insists on having his way, then be just as insistent 
that he shall not have his way. If he is overbearing, 
then be overbearing with him. The devil will not show 
you courtesy or consideration; therefore, you should 
never allow yourself to become overnice to him. 

Learn how to say no! There is a way in which no 
can be said, and yet yes be implied; we must learn to 
say no and mean it! Leave no chance for further dis- 
cussion; don’t “beat about the bush”; don’t falter; 
don’t quail; don’t apologize—but say no in unmistak- 
able language and emphasis. Say no with such de- 
cision that it will rebuff the tempter and give you 
extra strength. The art in saying no is not finesse 
and polish, but decision and determination.

formed by the renewing of your mind. In the pursuit 
of the question of the topic, the last two of these are 
of special interest to us. 

In a comparative study of these two principles, it 
is necessary that we establish the difference between 
conformity and transformation. The essential differ- 
ence has been aptly illustrated by the difference be- 
tween a block of wood and a tree. A block of wood 
may be made into any shape if enough outside pres- 
sure is placed on it; it may be pressed into position 
or shape or it may be carved. This is true regardless 
of its inward nature, whether it be pine, oak, birch, 
or whatever. This is conformity. On the other hand 
transformation is an entirely different process. An 
acorn produces an oak, and no amount of pressure 
can alter that fact, because the life-essence of the 
oak is in its acorn. It takes on the characteristics of

swer the question expressed in the topic, but it 
does begin the section of the book of Romans 
that is concerned with an exposition of practical holi- 
ness. By placing this section last in his most noted 
epistle, Paul indicates an important principle of the 
profession of godliness; that is, that practical holiness 
is based on a thorough doctrinal foundation. In the 
preceding chapters of this book, he has explained the 
essential doctrines of the Christian profession; only 
when these had been done, was he ready to explain 
the demands of holy living. People often cry that they 
want “good practical Christianity,” and that “cold 
dogma and theory” should be left alone, but that is 
not the Biblical attitude. This so-called practical Chris- 
tianity is the rankest legalism, if it is not founded 
on Christian theology. Gandhi was a good example of 
one who tried to effect piety without the Christian 
theology, and the result was that he finally accepted 
the ascription of deity in the title “Mahatma.” 
Paul lays a further foundation for his exhortations 
in this opening verse: the “mercies of God.” Demands 
for holiness that are so based are at the same time 
both uncompromising and full of tenderness, which 
are of the essence of the pastoral spirit. Three ex- 
hortations are based on these foundations: that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice to God, that ye 
be not conformed to the world, and that ye be trans- 


i HIS STATEMENT from Scripture does not an- 
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an oak, such as its bark, its branch arrangements, 
and its leaf structure because of the inner character 
of its seed. This is transformation. 

Let us study these separately. 


CONFORMITY TO THE WORLD 


CONFORMITY TO THE world is worldli- 
ness; hence, we are here warned against a serious 
danger to the Christian. By this, we mean that per- 
mitting the world to conform us to its patterns in 
mind, emotions, and will is worldliness. The principles 
of worldliness listed in 1 John 2:16 do not represent 
a definition of it, but they represent the modes of 
pressure that the world uses to conform men to its 
patterns. These principles are the lust of the flesh, 
the lust of the eye, and the pride of life. These are 
the phenomena of the world, and they are its operat- 
ing techniques. 

This then calls for a definition of worldliness. The 
most comprehensive definition that I know is one given 
by Dr. Otto A. Piper in the Smyth Lectures in Colum- 
bia Theological Seminary. Essentially, the definition 
classified worldliness as accepting the criteria of the 
world for the judging of success and happiness. 

This definition takes us back to 1 John 2:16, the lust 
and pride there condemned are the criteria of the 
world, and the instruments that the world uses to 
bring people to its conformity. These are devices cre- 
ated of the subtlety of Satan, and a simple recogni- 
tion of them is as difficult as any temptation. The 
Church has properly taken a stand against the open, 
crass forms of worldliness in such clear-cut cases as 
vaudeville, moving picture shows, prize fights, etc.; 
but while we were busy fighting the world in the 
open, the world was attacking the Church in a new 
and more subtle form in another area. 

Before we examine this any further, there are cer- 
































tain safeguarding principles that must be clear, lest 
we become ridiculous and create disturbances of con- 
science that are not necessary and that do not reflect 
Biblical standards. The first principle is that there 
is nothing unclean of itself: “I know, and am per- 
suaded by the Lord Jesus, that there is nothing un- 
clean of itself: but to him that esteemeth any thing 
to be unclean, to him it is unclean” (Romans 14:14). 
The application, context or perversion of things makes 
them unclean and worldly, but they in themselves are 
not worldly. An example of this is the moving pic- 
ture; the church has found that it is a good teaching 
device, but in its usual commercial function it has 


become perverted and the instrument of violence and. 


lust. Athletics serves as another example; bodily exer- 
cise is good for our physical nature, but athletics can 
very easily and in most cases has become occasion for 
personal vainglory, selfish competition, and associated 
excesses. Neither of these are in themselves unclean, 
but the perversion to which they are subjected has 
made them unclean. 

The second principle that must be clear is the 
nature of lust. This word is not simple desire, but it 
is the deep moving of sin that Christ identified as the 
sinful act itself. It is covetousness after the forbidden 
fruit, and is therefore of the essence of sin. It is in 
this light that Christ identified lust as adultery and 
hate as murder. 


With these principles in mind, we are prepared to 
examine the criteria of worldliness. 


LUST OF THE EYE 


THE LUST OF THE eye pertains to beau- 
ty or what we often refer to as the aesthetic; there 
is a true appreciation of beauty which is in no way 
lustful, but there is also a perverted use of beauty 
which is exceedingly subtle. The lust of the eye is re- 
lated to fleshly lust so much so that the two are 
practically if not altogether inseparable. The eye is 
the communicator to the flesh, and it may communi- 
cate either lust or righteousness. As the communica- 
tor to the flesh, the eye does not mean the physical 
organ; hence, the lust of the eye is not limited to the 
capacity for sight, for in that case the blind would 
be to that extent sanctified. Any means of conveying 
carnal impulses to the flesh may become the lust of 
the eye; this may be applied to all sensory perception 
—sight, hearing, smelling, touch—as well as to the 
imagination. If these are used in a carnal apprecia- 
tion of beauty, they by that become the lust of the eye. 


For Eve, in the Garden of Eden, it was the beauty 
of the forbidden fruit. In her perfect state, Eve cer- 
tainly must have appreciated the natural beauty of 
the fruit of the tree of knowledge, but the appeal of 
beauty here made was such as to attract to a violation 
of God’s will. It became, in her, lust of the eye, and 
thus showed its perversion of beauty. For Christ, the 
temptation of the eye was the beauty and attractive- 
ness of all the kingdoms of the earth. There is a legiti- 
mate glory of the kingdoms of the earth, which our 
Lord appreciates in His redemptive program, but this 


appeal was to their beauty divorced from any real 
spiritual concepts. 

The lust of the eye is perverted because of its super- 
ficiality, and is illustrated many times over in the 
Biblical record. In Eve’s case, it was a vain acceptance 
of the pleasant hues and form of the fruit without 
an appreciation of its spiritual symbolism. In the case 
of the marriage of the “sons of God” to the “daughters 
of men,” there was a carnal appreciation of their 
beauty without any regard to the spiritual import of 
marriage. It would seem also that it finds expression 
today in the popular notions toward worship. It too 
often depends on the humanly devised means of “wor- 
shipful architecture,” man-made ritual, and images 
and painting of our Lord to focalize worship and 
God. There are persons who see no harm in these 
things, but an examination of them should show their 
character. When the beauty of architectural lines 
and the psychological impressions of dimly lighted 
sanctuaries and non-Biblical liturgies become a sub- 
stitute for spiritual worship, the appeal is to the eye 
and its pattern of conformity to the world. This is 
equally true of the visible devices of focalizing worship 
through the use of paintings, images, and other visi- 
ble symbols of the divine presence. 

The work of a lustful eye is fostered by its reception 
by a lustful flesh. This is evidenced by the rapidity 
in growth in ludeness and vain beauty. It has become 
so common that marriage and love are reduced to 
its standards and so-called polite societies accept it 
without analysis. Even true beauty is misinterpreted 
and unrecognized by the superficial lustful eye. Hence, 
in an appeal to these standards of the world we often 
yield to the temptation to offer substitutes for it. 
Whenever physical adornment, whether it be make- 
up, jewelry, or dress, becomes a substitute for the in- 
ner, spiritual beauty of a meek and quiet spirit, it 
appeals to this criterion of the world and is therefore 
worldly. 


LUST OF THE FLESH 


IN THIS POINT, we must return to one 
of our basic principles mentioned earlier; nothing is 
unclean of itself. This is applicable to the flesh; it is 
not essentially evil. All bodily desires are legitimate, 
and here we must speak plainly but not crudely. The 
principle of essential legitimacy but possible perver- 
sion must be admitted in all such—food, clothing, 
shelter, comfort, sex, etc. These are all God-ordained 
and are set by God; and He has also prescribed legiti- 
mate means of satisfaction for them, and that satis- 
faction is most pure. 

Perversion stems from another basic fact and that 
is that the flesh is selfish, and if it is unrestrained, 
it will dominate the spirit. It is then that men become 
carnal.

Before we can win the crown, there are a few 
things we must do. In Hebrews 12:1 we read, “Let 
us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us, and let us run with patience the 
race.” Let us see what are some of the weights and 
the sins that so easily beset us. There are the little, 
‘“no-harm” sins; remember it is the little foxes that 
spoil the vines. A few of the little, “no-harm” sins 
soon lead to big ones. They are weights that should 
be set aside.

bly had its beginning in the great spiritual 

awakening and revival of Pentecostal propor- 
tions which swept the country in the early part of the 
twentieth century. J. H. Parks, S. N. Bryant, A. J. 
Silcox, Thomas Moses, William Douglas, and others, 
began preaching a closer fellowship with God and the 
danger of apostasy. Several local churches accepted 
this doctrine; and in the year of 1903, they became 
a separated people because of their faith and doctrine.

On August 24, 1906, these people met in council 
at Jellico Creek in Whitley County, Kentucky, and 
formed an association. The name Church of God was 
adopted for the new organization, and A. J. Silcox 
and J. H. Parks were elected the first moderators. 
When the Holy Ghost began to fall in different sec- 
tions of the country, many of these people received 
the Baptism and spoke in other tongues as they did 
in the apostolic days. In the early days of the As- 
sembly, the people were persecuted severely, but this 
only moved them closer to God, and the full gospel 
spread from place to place, until it seemed that the 
whole country would be won to Christ. 

In 1911, the name Mountain Assembly was added 
to identify the organization from other groups who 
were using the name Church of God. The Assembly 
was incorporated in 1917; and in 1918 permanent 
headquarters were established in Jellico, Tennessee. In 
1944, a new system of government was drafted to take 
care of the rapidly expanding work. Overseers took 
the place of moderators, and the work was divided 
into states and districts officered by overseers. The 
Assembly is governed by a General Council of Minis- 
ters and Appointed Delegates. 


There is a Judicial Board of twelve ministers who 
decide matters which become too complicated for the 
local constituency. The Church Covenant, Teachings, 
and By-laws now in vogue were adopted from time 
to time as the need arose. 

The official publication of the Assembly is the Gos- 
pel Herald, which was first published in 1942 with J. E. 
Hatfield as editor. The paper has made steady progress 
through the years. 

The present General Officials are Clayton Lawson, 
Overseer; Luther Gibson, Assistant Overseer; J. E. 
Hatfield, Secretary-Treasurer; Lawrence Redmond, 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer. The Board of Twelve 
are J. H. Bryant, J. H. Douglas, R. L. Douglas, George 
Douglas, Ottis Ellis, Luther Gibson, David Hanmitte, J. 
E. Hatfield, Clayton Lawson, Ira H. Moses, Orville 
Rountree, and M. E. Woolum. The National Youth 
Directors are Efford Enix and C. B. Ellis, Jr. The 
National Sunday School Superintendents are Law- 
rence Redmond and Charlie T. Yeary. 

As of January 1, 1957, the Assembly has eighty 
churches and missions; with an approximate mem- 
bership of three thousand. Twenty thousand peop 
attend our Sunday Schools. 

The Churches of God of the Mountain Assembly 
endeavor to maintain the high standard of Bible holi- 
ness. We are glad to be a member of the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America. 








Be Not 


WORLD 
But Be Ye Transformed 


(Romans 12:2) 


(Immodesty and Worldliness) 


HAT WE NEED to do is endeavor to conform 
W to the world to come rather than this pres- 
ent world, for this world will certainly come 
to an abrupt ending. Matthew 24:3, “And what shall 
be the sign of thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” Mark 10:30, “And in the world to come eternal 
life.” So this world or age is only temporary, but the 
one to come is eternal; and we are all bound to go to 
that world. 


Conform 

What does conform mean? Mr. Webster says, “to be 
like, to act in harmony with, to conform to a pattern.” 
According to our text and the foregoing definition, 
those who profess to be Christians are not to be like 
this world. 

I should like for us to notice, according to the Bible, 
the difference or contrast that is to be between us 
(Christians) and the world. This is so very important 
to understand, for, after all, we shall surely be judged 
according to the things written in the Word of God. 
1 John 2:15-17, “Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him. For all that 
is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, 
but is of the world. And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever.” James 4:4, “Ye adulterers and adul- 
teresses, know ye not that the friendship of the world 
is enmity with God? whosoever therefore. will be a 
friend of the world is the enemy of God.” Note what 
astounding distinctions and assertions are made in 
these quotations: “If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him;....a friend of the 
world is the enemy of God.” Then, positively and em- 
phatically, according to these Scriptures, it makes 
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to This 


no difference what one may profess or claim; if he 
loves this world enough to conform to it, he is not 
of the Father. Then, if he is not of the Father, he 
belongs to this world. 

In John 15:18, 19, there is another astounding state- 
ment, “If ye were of the world, the world would love 
his own. . . .” Now, if the world loves us and we love 
the world enough to pattern after the fashions and 
conducts of the world rather than the world hating 
us, we had better examine ourselves diligently, for 
there is a real danger that those who love this present 
world will go back on God. 2 Timothy 4:10, “For 
Demas hath forsaken me, having loved this present 
WOE. on 

Our Lord prayed in John 17:15, 16, “I pray not that 
thou shouldest take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from the evil. They are 
not of the world, even as I am not of the world.” 
Real children of God are not to be of this world; 
“they are not of the world... .” Though we are in 
the world, we are not to be of the world. In other 
words, the world is not supposed to predominate or 
control our lives to the extent that we act like the 
world. As Christians, holiness or sanctified people, 
we are not to be led by the world, but rather we are 
supposed to be the light of the world. 


Jesus said in Matthew 5:14, “Ye are the light of 
the world. A city that is set on an hill cannot be hid.” 
The Apostle Paul said in Philippians 2:15, “That ye 
may be blameless and harmless, the sons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and per- 
verse nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the 
world.” So, therefore, our Lord and also the Apostle 
Paul clearly stated that we are to be the light of 
the world. Jesus also stated, “Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven.” So, our ac- 
tions, conduct, and behavior are to be so different 
from the world until the world will take notice and 
say that these holiness people have something that is 
real, something that makes them do differently from 
other people in the world. Surely there is something 
to their religion. 

The world is not supposed to overcome us, but rather 
we are supposed to overcome the world, and by so 
doing we shall be able to influence those about us. 
1 John 4:4, “Ye are of God, little children, and have 
overcome them (world): because greater is he that 
is in you, than he that is in the world.” Paul testified 
in Galatians 2:20, “I am crucified with Christ: never- 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself for me.” The Greater One, who is to live 
the life through us, is Christ, as Paul so states in the 
above Scripture. 





Yes, it is through and by an experience of the old 
rugged cross that we are crucified to the world and 
the world unto us. Galatians 6:14, “But God forbid 
that I should glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto me, and I 
unto the world.” When we take a real look at the 
Lamb of God, who was without sin or fault, bleeding 
and dying on the old rugged cross for us after He 
had been beaten severely and His beard plucked out 
by His accusers who also refused to give Him water 
to quench His awful thirst, and hear Him exclaim, 
‘Father, forgive them; for they know not what they 
do,” the glitter, pomp, and splendor of this world will 
lose its glory immediately. 


“Love not the world, neither the things that are in 


the world.” Just what does this mean? As Christians 
we are not to be enticed and carried away with the 
pride, fashions, and styles of this world. 1 Corinthians 
7:31, “For the fashion of this world passeth away.” Yes, 
the pride of life, the lust of the eye, and the fashions 
of this world are to pass away, but he that doeth 
the will of God shall abide forever. 

I tremble when I see so-called holiness people being 
enticed away from real Bible holiness to the extent 
that the fashions of this. world become predominate 
in their lives. The fact still remains that the Bible 
says in 1 Timothy 2:9, 10, “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not with broided hair, 
or gold, or pearls, or costly array; but (which becom- 
eth women professing godliness) with good works.” 
1 Peter 3:3, 4, “Whose adorning let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of putting on of apparel; but let it be the 
hidden man of the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God of great price.” 


WHAT DOES the word modest mean? It 
simply means moderation, or in other words between 
two extremes or in the middle of the road. God is not 
pleased with the dress being too much of a sack (out 
of proportion) or being too tight (or form fitting) 
but rather, modest. Neither is He pleased when it is 
too short or too long, too little or too much, but what 
God requires for Christians or holiness people is 
moderation. Yes, the Christian needs to use modera- 
tion in putting on of apparel and in putting on of gold. 
Certainly enough apparel is required, and the use of 
gold is necessary for some legitimate purposes. How- 
ever, it is not to be used for ornamental purposes 
alone. If in any of our practices we have been 
inconsistent or impractical we should come together 
in understanding, so that we can take a united and a 
positive stand against sinful worldliness. 

God is not pleased for Christians to bedeck them- 
selves with unnecessary jewelry, and it is not fine ap- 
parel or expensive ornaments that will help us in 
the sight of God, for after all it is not so much what 
we put on or put off that is so important, but rather 
what is put within us by the Holy Ghost that is so im- 
portant and is indispensable, for God sees not as man 
sees. 1 Samuel 16:7, “But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
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Look not on his countenance, or on the height of his 
stature; because I have refused him: for the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth; for man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lord looketh on the heart.” 


Undue Worldliness and Unnecessary Jewelry 


God has voiced his disapproval of these things all 
down through the ages. Remember the ‘children of Is- 
rael whom God had so miraculously delivered from 
bondage. When Moses, their leader, was in the moun- 
tain, they came to Aaron and said, “Up, make us 
gods.” He told them to break off the golden earrings 
of their wives, sons and daughters. This they did and 
he made them a golden god, a molten calf (Exodus 
32:1-4). Why did he ask for their golden rings? Be- 
cause they had become their god. “And they said, 
These be thy gods.” “And the Lord said, let me alone, 
that my wrath may wax hot against them, and that I 
may consume them,” Exodus 32:10. Anything that we 
idolize becomes our god. 

Isaiah 3:18-22, “In that day the Lord will take away 
the bravery of their tinkling ornaments about their 
feet, and their cauls, and their round tires like the 
moon, the chains, and the bracelets, and the mufflers, 
the bonnets, and the ornaments of the legs, and the 
headbands, and the tablets, and the earrings, the 
rings, and nose jewels, the changeable suits of apparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, and the crisping 
pins.” In Jeremiah 4:30, God called Judah to repent- 
ance again through the lamentations of Jeremiah: 
“And when thou art spoiled, what wilt thou do? 
Though thou clothest thyself with crimson, though 
thou deckest thee with ornaments of gold, though 
thou rentest thy face with painting, in vain shalt, 
thou make thyself fair; thy lovers will despise thee, 
they will seek thy life.” Ezekiel 23:40, “And further- 
more, that ye have sent for men to come from far, 
unto whom a messenger was sent; and, lo, they came; 
for whom thou didst wash thyself, paintedst thy eyes, 
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and deckedst thyself with ornaments.” 2 Kings 9:30, 
“And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard 
of it; and she painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window.” Adam Clark commenting 
on Jezebel has this to say about this ungodly woman: 
“This cast light enough on Jezebel’s painting, and 
shows sufficiently with what design she did it, to 
conquer and disarm Jehu, and induce him to take her 
for wife.” 
‘ One of the most pathetic things about unnecessary 
jewelry is the fact that hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars are spent annually for it. As a matter of fact, 
more is spent for it than is spent by all churches 
annually for the purpose of spreading the gospel. 
Here is an example from a recent issue of the Chat- 
tanooga Daily Times. Recently, when the Shah of Iran 
divorced his queen, a court communique gave this 
information on the divorce settlement: While she 
(Queen Soraya) received only $134,000 as a settlement, 
the communique added, “She gave up the crown jewels 
but kept several million dollars worth of jewels which 
the Shah had given her during their marriage.” 
While this goes on, the fact remains that millions 
are starving for food and for the gospel. No wonder 
God is against such! The thing that God is seeking 
after is for the inward man or the heart to be dec- 
orated with the ornament of meekness, which in the 
sight of God is a great price. 


Rules Are Not Sufficient 


CHURCH RULES or disciplinary proce- 
dures are not sufficient within themselves to keep 
people from drifting; however, we do believe in church 
rules and disciplinary procedures, for the Bible sub- 
stantiates such. Hebrews 13:7, “Remember them which 
have the rule over you... .,” and Hebrews 13:17, 
“Obey them that have the rule over you, and submit 
yourselves: for they watch for your souls... .” 1 
Timothy 5:17, “Let the elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honour. . . .” 2 Thessalonians 3:6, 
“Now we command you, brethren, in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw yourselves from 
every brother that walketh disorderly, and not after 
the tradition which he received of us.” Unless the in- 
dividual has something stronger within himself to 
which to adhere than mere rules or disciplinary pro- 
cedure, the church rules will never govern him. 


The Remedy 

There is a remedy that will correct these things. 
First, one must be transformed by the regenerating 
power of the Holy Ghost and the blood of Jesus Christ 
and a desire put in his heart to love God more than 
all other things. If one loves the Lord his God with 
all his heart, all his soul and all his mind, these for- 
bidden things will seem but trash to him. When one 
loves God supremely because of the love of God that 
has been shed abroad in his heart by the Holy Ghost, 
he had rather please God than himself. 

As a young evangelist I conducted a campaign in 
which two middle-aged women sought diligently for 
the infilling of the Holy Ghost. Many others were re- 
ceiving the experience. After they had been tarrying 
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for some time, the two ladies came to me and said, 
“Can you please help us so we, too, can receive this 
wonderful experience?” I asked them if they had seen 
any light that they had not as yet walked in. They 
said, “Yes.” They were convinced that the Church of 
God and its doctrines were right, and they also ques- 
tioned in their minds if they should pull off their ex- 
pensive jewelry. I simply said to them, “I believe if 
you will walk in the light and take off the unnecessary 
jewelry, God will baptize you.” Therefore, they then 
and there took off the jewelry and asked me to give 
them an opportunity to affiliate with the Church. I 
did so, and they came into the Church; that same 
night when I gave the altar call, they both received 
their Pentecostal experience. 

We need to take a definite stand, for we will be 
responsible to God. We are told in 2 Corinthians 6:17, 
18, “Wherefore come out from among them (world),. 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive you, and will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, saith the Lord Almighty.” 1 Peter 2:9, “But ye 
are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy 
nation, a peculiar people; that ye should shew forth 
the praises of him who hath called you out of dark- 
ness into his marvellous light.” 

Finally, there are two Scriptures that stand forth as 
the morning star that should shed real light unto all 
sincere Christians; namely, Galatians 1:4, “Who gave 
himself for our sins, that he might deliver us from 
this present evil world,”; and Titus 2:11, 12, “For the 
grace of God that bringeth salvation hath appeared to 
all men, teaching us that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lust, we should live soberly, righteously, and 
godly, in this present world.”

WHAT IS WORLDLINESS?

In this context, all good things become perverted 
and carnal. Food itself fell victim to it in the first 
human sin. The appeal of the eye excited the lust 
of the flesh in Eve, and she lusted after the good 
taste of the forbidden fruit without any regard for 
the spiritual import of its presence in the Garden. 
This led to a disregarding of the law of God and a 
perversion of her own appetite which could have been 
equally satisfied in the acceptable food of the Garden. 

Esau, in the same lust, came upon his brother pre- 
paring food; and as if he were cast in the throes of a 
demon, cried out, “Feed me, I pray thee, with that 
same red pottage; for I am faint .. .” (Genesis 
25:30). With this lust, he begged for food that would 
deprive him of his spiritual heritage in the birthright. 

Matrimony, which is ordained of God and which 
brings to its pure realization one of man’s physical 
drives, may become perverted and carnal. A brazen 
example is the sons of Seth in their marriage to the 
daughters of Cain. In them there was no deep ap- 
preciation of marriage, for they married promiscu- 


























ously without a proper regard for personal union or 
the divine order of marriage. Such prostrates this 
holy rite before man’s sensuousness and is carnal. 

These and other things such as drunkenness, adul- 
tery, gluttony, and all such excesses are the fruit of a 
lustful flesh. The flesh thus leads into every form of 
uncleanness, but it is also very subtle. Against these, 
we also must guard. The centrality of the flesh to the 
subtleties is their condemning characteristic. 

In the light of this centrality, are we not applying 
a rule of the flesh when we judge religion as outward 
in the flesh? The Jews did this with circumcision by 
making this physical act the essence of righteousness. 
This fleshly rite became a substitute for the real 
essence of their religion; and no amount of true 
virtue was permitted to prove spirituality if one had 
not been circumcised. This has a present application. 
Are we not doing the same thing when we judge 
spirituality solely by outward manifestations such as 
shouting, emotional responses, and by the presence or 
absence of so-called worldly adornment and practice? 
Precisely, what I have in mind is that in this criterion 
we permit people to “put on” spirituality by dressing 
a certain way, by taking off certain things, and by the 
length of hair. It is possible for fasting to become 
such a device. It is easy for us to see that gluttony 
is carnal, but the devil is not so stupid as to leave 
this sin so simple in its detection. The flesh may be- 
come exalted by any kind of attention—indulgence 
or deprivation—as a child who cannot get the atten- 
tion of compliments will get the attention of punish- 
ment. Such is the case in unbiblical restrictions on 
food, drink and habits in man-made ordinances to 
“(touch not; taste not; handle not; which are all to 
perish with the using;) after the commandments and 





doctrines of men? Which things have indeed a shew 
of wisdom in will worship, and humility, and neglect- 
ing of the body; not in any honour to the satisfying 
of the flesh” (Colossians 2:21-23). When men begin 
to designate certain foods as not a violation of a fast, 
or certain foods that are appropriate for spiritual 
seasons or to use the fast as the ladder to certain 
spiritual gifts, they yield to this sin. 


All legitimate things may become the tool of this 
lust. All pleasure may, if unrestrained, lead to vice; 
it becomes possessive and domineering. It controls the 
soul of the man, and it is therefore carnal. It is the 
only assurance of happiness and it is the one essen- 
tial of happiness. Wealth, as desirable as a modicum 
of wealth is, can become worldly. God does not will 
that we depend on any material thing for our con- 
sciousness of success or happiness. When material 
wealth becomes an end in itself and the basis of our 
security, it is the standard of the world. 


Our attitude toward life and health may also be 
perverted into carnality. It is but natural that our 
physical condition affect us emotionally; but when it 
crowds into our spiritual attitudes and begins to sow 
the seeds of discontent, bitterness and rebellion, we 
are placing a false and worldly price on health. It 
is an appeal to this that leads to such false interpre- 
tations of divine healing as the doctrine of “divine 
health.” Even life itself is often grasped as a thing 
essential to our happiness; we cling to it with such 
tenacity as to imply a despisal of heaven. It affects 
our attitude toward Christ’s return and we lose the 
brightness of this hope in a carnal adjustment to 
mortality. We set up earthly ambitions that cause us 
to neglect the perspective of the return of our Lord.

Truly a great giant had fallen—or 


so it seemed.

destroyed was hard to still. How- 
ever, the events of the past eight 
months have proved that God per- 
mitted the church to go through 
the night that together they might 
witness the dawning of an even 
brighter day in the history of the 
church. An indisputable testimony 
“that all things work together for 
ood to them that love God” has 
een given the community; the 
church has been drawn together in 
even greater unity; increases have 
been realized, both materially and 
spiritually; and souls have been 
converted to Christ. What greater 
proof could be given that the 
strength of the church did not lie 
in its granite and mortar? 

bana yg nee of the members 
were of necessity concerned with 
—* a roof over their heads, 
hose who could, cleared away the 


debris and began making plans for 
their new building which was des- 
tined to eclipse the beauty of the 
former. The members, led by their 
dedicated and devoted pastor, the 
Reverend Bill Heron, together with 
the many friends in the commun- 
ity, began work and carried it 
through to its completion so that 
today the Cantwell Church of God 
stands in its community as a me- 
morial to the honor and glory of 
God. While their new building was 
being completed, the church was 
privileged to worship in a union 
hall located a few blocks from the 
church site. 


The beautiful church, of haydite 
block construction with buff brick 
veneer and valued at $65,000, is 
forty feet wide and seventy feet 
long with a full basement. The in- 
terior walls, finished in plaster ~- 
tinted a light green, are enhanced 
by the beautiful hardwood floor 
finished in natural color. A plush 
carpet runs the length of the center 
aisle and covers the area in front 
of the altar rail. The ceiling of 
white acoustical plaster gives the 
building excellent acoustics. Limed 
oak pews with matching altar rail, 
pulpit, piano and church furniture 

lend nicely with the interior. Flu- 
orescent lighting is furnished for 
the auditorium. 


The + ng stained-glass windows 
filter the light on a sunlit day, 
such as the day of dedication, so as 
to aid in creating an atmosphere of 
worship. In the rear of the recessed 
choir is a _ special stained-glass 
window forming a cross over a row 
of lovely flowers. This lovely win- 
dow is in the middle of a striking 
picture signifying that Christ is the 
true vine and we are the branches. 


To the left of the choir are two 
Sunday School classrooms, and to 
the right are a Sunday School 
classroom and a church office. Rest 
rooms are located to the sides of 
the vestibule. In the basement are 
a fully furnished nursery, a small 
auditorium, a complete church 
kitchen, seven Sunday School class- 
rooms and a furnace room. A large 
coal furnace with stoker provides 
—— heat for the entire build- 
ng. 

So on this day of dedication, 
friends came from far and near to 
share this time of triumph with the 
Cantwell members. From Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, came their former 
pastor and state overseer, the Rev- 
erend Houston R. Morehead, Gen- 
eral Overseer of the Church of God, 
to share this time with his many 
friends of long standing and to ded- 
icate this building to the glory of 
God. His dedicatorial sermon 
brought to us the full impact of 
this ge | and caused us to realize 
anew the great importance of 
God’s house. 


The morning message by the 





























overseer of Missouri, the Reverend 
B. E. Ellis, brought the truths to 
our heart that the strength of the 
house of God is the gospel of Christ 
which emanates from it, and the 
beauty of the house of God is the 
acceptance of that gospel and the 
holiness of His people through 
Christ. 

Much credit and praise are due 
those who have labored so untir- 
ingly to bring this project to com- 
pletion. The pastor, Brother Bill 
Heron, an outstanding minister of 
the gospel and a dedicated servant 
of Christ, worked many times to 
exhaustion, but never neglected the 
spiritual aspects of his work of love 
for the Church and Christ. The 
building committee, Thomas Man- 
ning, Walter White, Charles Hodges, 
Seibert Satterfield and Jake Ham- 
mack planned, directed, and wisely 
spent the money so that the build- 
ing was completed in the original 
budget. The members and friends 
gave freely of their means as well 
as their time and effort to the 
building of this house of God. In 
it all, the thought is driven home 
with great impact that a project of 
this magnitude is not the work of 
men, but of God. To Him is due the 
praise and honor for this stately 
house of worship that stands in 
Cantwell, Missouri.

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PROGRESS IS KEYNOTE OF 
CHURCH OF GOD IN GEORGIA 

I am by! happy to give a brief 
report of the work of the Church 
of God in Georgia. We have some 
of the finest ters and mem- 
bers here that I have been privi- 
leged to meet in my entire ministry. 
We have wonderful fellowship and 
all are working hard to promote 
the work of the Church in this 
area. I believe that I could say be- 
yond question, that we have had 
one hundred per cent cooperation 
of the ministry in this state. We 
appreciate so ve much their 
faithfulness and untiring efforts in 
promoting the cause of Christ and 
His kingdom here on earth. 

Aside from the fact that Georgia 
is the largest territory east of the 
Mississippi, we now have 276 or- 
ganized churches and several mis- 
sions. We have a total membership 
of 15,605, and a reporting constit- 
ency of 466 ministers. Since last 
General Assembly we have organ- 
ized 10 new churches and built 28 
new church buildings. Most of these 
are nice bricx buildings. We also 
have built or purchased 20 new 
spiny In addition to this, we 

ave completed a $100,000 building 
program for the state headquarters 
on the campground at Doraville, 
which includes a modern state of- 
fice building, which was shown in 
the Evangel a few months ago, and 
lovely parsonages for the state 
overseer and the youth director. 

According to the ministers’ re- 
= coming into the state office, 
rom September 1, 1956, to January 
31, 1958, a period of 15 months, 
there have been 15,251 saved, 7,196 
sanctified, 4,509 baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, 1,516 baptized in wa- 
ter, and 3,111 added to the Church. 

We feel that the work of the 
Church of God is growing rapidly 
in this great state. The finance 
continues to increase month by 
month even though we have suf- 
fered a slight recession in our eco- 
nomy as far as the country is con- 
cerned. We have reached an all- 
time high in our tithes several 
months during this period and have 
made a subs increase over 
all. Our total church propery, value 
at last Assembly was $4,438,013.82. 
According to the last annual re- 
port the value was $4,988,826.55, an 
increase of $550,812.73. 


The state has given from the 
state funds toward the su rt of 
evangelists $23,938.78 for per- 
iod and has helped needy churches 
and new fields in the amount of 
$14,458.54. Also underpaid pastors 
have been assisted in the amount 


of $5,484.90. 

Our goal is to have 300 Churches 
of God in the State of Georgia by 
the General Assembly. Will you 
pray with us that God will grant 
this request?

The Lord worked wonderfully 
and made it possible for the church 
to purchase the building pictured. 
The building is excellently located 
in the central part of Glendale at 
104 North Belmont, near Broadway. 
It has a very nice chapel and sever- 
al other rooms for Sunday School, 
office, etc. There are also three 
apartments included with the 
church building. 

On September 22, 1957, the new 
church was dedicated in a special 
afternoon service. Brother Ralph 
E. Williams, Overseer of California, 
brought the dedicatory message, 
using for a text, Philippians 2:12 
and preaching on the subject of 
“Work Out Your Own Salvation.” 

The church has progressed stead- 
ily under the blessing of God and 
the leadership of Brother Tomlin.
